The tripartite naval conference almost 
broke up today. Reliable information 
concerning the happenings at a secret 
session of the executive committee this 
morning has it that Lord Cecil went 
so far in the course of the tumultu- 
ous discussion of the cruiser problem 
as to bang his fist on the table and 
exclaim: “This is perfect nonsense.” 

Lord Cecil exploded in this fashion 
after Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, 
of the American delegation, had quiet- 
ly delivered an explanation of <he 
American proposal concerning cruisers. 
Hugh 8. Gibson, head of the delega- 
tion, who already had listened to a 
reproach made at an earlier session 
by Cecil, is understood to have risen 
to his feet at this point and to have 
declared with firmness that unless 
Lord Cecil withdrew this remark, Mr.

IN SAXONY FLOOD 


Raging Waters Throw 
Towns Into Chaos; Sud- 
Gen Disaster Prevents 
Escape of Victims. 


Dresden, Saxony, July 9.—(#)— 
Fully 150° persons have lost their 
lives in a great rainstorm flood in 
Saxony, which, withont warning, 
swept in a wave seven feet high and 
threw towns and villages in the af- 
fected area into chaos in less than 
three minutes. 

The property damage today was es- 
timated at 12,000,000 marks (about 
$2,800,000). The bodies of hundreds 
of cattle drowned in the flood ‘were 
reported to be menacing the health 
of the population in the inundated 
regions. 

The striken areas include two val- 
leys im the favorite tourist district 
along the Elbe and its tributaries, 
the Mueglitz and Gottleuba rivers, in

New York, July 9.—When I took 
over the office of prohibition admin- 
istrator of the New Jersey district 
September 27, 1926, I was full of en- 
thusiasm. I believed in the prohibi- 
tion law and felt that if it were en- 
forced in a conscientious way by all 
agencies whose duty it is to enforce 
the law, great good would come of it. 

Seven months Jater my views had 
changed. . When I framed my letter-ol 
resignation April 28, 1927, I still be 
lieved in the theory of the prohibition 
I was then convinced, however, 
that before prohibition could be em 
forced it would be necessary to ith- 
prove both the personnel and the 
methods of enforcement. 

It was then I decided to present to 
the American people an — unbiased ac 


count of conditions as I had found 
them. For my term of office, al. 
though brief, was a period of constant 
excitement, bodily danger and contin- 
ual subjection to bribe offers. My 
district had the unenviable reputation 
of being the wettest in the United 
States. 

I regard these articles as a contin- 
uation of the fight I waged as prohi- 
bition administrator of New Jersey 
against all who violated the law I was 
sworn to enforce.

Guggenheim, president of the Daniel 
Gruggenheim fund for the promotion of 
aeronautics, announced today that the 
trustees of the fund have authorized 
equipment loans for the operation of 
passenger air lines in the United 
States. 

The loans will be made only to 
existing operating companies for the 
purchase of modern. multi-engined 
planes of maximum safety and comfort 
so that an actual demonstration of | 
performance and safety will be’ avail- 
abie as an incentive for further de- 
velopment of passenger air lines in the 
United States. | 

Planes bought under the equipment 
loan provision must be designed to fly 
should one of the motors be disabled. 
The route or routes over which the 
new eqhipment will be flown must. be 
approved for passenger carrying by 
the aeronautical division of the de- 
partment of commerce. 

Multi-engined passenger carrying 
planes are expensive, the trustees of 
the Guggenheim fund found, and lack 
of financial support has held back the 
development of this phase of aeronau- 
ties in the United States.

Board's Statement. 

The Atlanta Real Estate board's 
statement on the survey follows: 

“This report was drawn from ques- 
tionnaires sent to the members of the 
board and from records pertaining to 
transfers of real estate since the year 
1921. It is not assumed that these 
figures are correct, but near enough 
to give a good idea of the past, present 
and future of real estate. If wnem- 
bers will study these facts they will 
be convinced that we should strive 
more each day to perfect ourselves in 
our proféssion.

My regular readers are already fa- 
miliar with the “rubber-stamp” living 
room, and have learned to abominate,

an overdressed, flashy floor-lamp, like 
a middle-aged coquette,, rouged and 
hennaed; a taffeta pillow or two, un- 
usuable because of gold lace and imi- 
tation fruit trimming; a vase of waxy- 
lookifiga artificial flowers; a near-Ori- 
ental rug and a picture in all colors 
except those of the room. Such an 
interior has as much individuality as 
a Uneeda biscuit: as much livableness 
as a garage; it expresses neither the 
master nor the mistress of the house, 
offers no attraction to anyone in the 
world. Occasionally you see such in- 
teriors at the movies; it is the home 
from which the spirited heroine is 
desperately trying to escape, and you 
sympathize with her; yet, if you could 
see it with impartial eyes, your own 
home may be just as lifeless, just as 
oppressive to your growing son and 
daughter. No wonder most homes 
nowadays are mere parking places! 


How Do Such Rooms Happen? 


Most people imagine that interior 
decoration is a mysterious art, based 
on conventional rules known only to 
those who belong to the brotherhood, 
and which no outsider can possibly 
discover. Consequently they decorate 
and furnish in a haphazard manner, 
taking chances at every turn, trusting 
blindly torluck ; and for safety’s sake 
they buy firniture in sets and slav- 
ishly ‘imitate the toneless creations of 
those who “have got away with it.” 
Yet the secret of success is simple; 
volumes have been written on the sub- 
ject of interior decoration, years spent 
in training professional decorators; 
vet even amateurs could achieve cred- 
“table results if, before buying a single 
piece of furniture, a single roll of 
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1. What is the home for? 
2. Who is going to live in it? 
3. Wiat is furniture for? 
Think it over, then be 
critic. 
How Shall I Go About It to Furnish | 
a Home? 

Everything which you admit into 
your home should pass a four-fold test 
of suitability: 

1. It must be suited in size, color 
and design to the room in which. it 
is placed. 

”. It must satisfy the tastes and 
preferences of the persons who are to 

it. 

3. It must harmonize with the other 
furnishings in the room, 


4. It must be beautiful in itself. 


The process of decorating is there- 
fore largely a process of elimination. 
All colors, all shapes, all styles and 
manners of furniture solicit your at- 
tention, but only a few can quality. 
Learn to say “no” to the most fasci- 
nating object if it does not conform 
with the ubove rules of common sense. 
Size is particularly vital, though fre- 
quently overlooked. Never consider for 
one moment pieces that are too bulky 
for your rooms; don’t let friend Edith 
or Cousin Ada persuade you that 
“Renaissance buffets are all the rage 
this year,” if you have only a 12 by 
12 dining room: a plump, overstuffed 
davenport and chairs of the same type 
may be quite satisfactory when a room 
measures at least 14 by 22, but in 
the small home or apartment it is 
preferable to select medium-sized 
chairs—slender Queen Annes or the 
lighter kind of fireside chairs—and 1f 
there is room at all for a couch it will 
be of the semi-upliolstered variety. 
This principle of proportion cannot be 
too strongly emphasized; it governs 
even the selection of lamps and occa- 
sional tables, which must be in the 
scale with the third element of the 
“living room trinity’: the chair, in 
whose group they are placed. 

Do not forget that all chairs need 
not be lounging; there are people who 
like to sit up straight when resting; 
there should be, therefore, a few com- 
fortable but straight-backed and easily 
portable chairs which, by the way, will 
prove invaluable to lighten and enrich 
the decorative scheme and for use at 
the card or tea table. 

Usually men are more sensitive to 
comfort and women to beauty; rooms 
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to combine both elements, neither ane 
being sacrificed to the other. If the 
husband, for instance, wishes for a 
deep Coxwell chair he should have 
one: but his wife should be allowed to 
select its upholstery, so that the colors 
and patterns may fit into the room.

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duction on rates to lake ports was ~ 


foreseen in group conferences of coal. 
operators with the officials of the 
different roads, these conferences for 
the most part today were taken up 


with the complaint of the operators 
that the reduction of 20 cents on rates 
from Pennsylvania and Qhio fields 
would remove the southern mines 
from competition in the coal trade 
for transshipment on the Jakes to 
the northwest. 

The operators also set forth their 
reasons for believing that the rail- 
roads should absorb the handicap 
that they contend has been placed on 
the southern mines, citing the reports 
of earnings on these roads and argu- 
ing that the three roads represented 
here were virtually affected because 
of the large percentage of their busi- 
uess was devoted to hauling coal.” 

President A. C. Needles, of the 
Norfolk & Western in the group meet- 
ing Of operators shipping on that 
road summarized the railroad point 
of view, assuring operators that the 
roads appreciated their position and 
felt that they should not be kept in 
uncertainty any longer than was nec- 
essary. 

After a conference of all the rail 
heads with a special committee of the 
operators, which was to follow the 
sroup meetings, he indicated that the 
officials of the carriers would meet 
and at this final gathering the coal 
men were hopeful that the roads 
would reach some definite agreement. 
_At the same time shippers on the 
lines of the Louisville & Nashville 
were in conference with officials of 
that road and President W. R. Cole 
in a statement setting forth the rail- 
road viewpoint and the problems and 
request raised for the earriers indi- 
cated that decision on their position 
would be deferred until officials of 
all three roads had held their meet- 
ing. 

The meeting of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio shippers with President Hara- 
han and the vice presidents of that 
road in charge of traffic and opera- 
tions was the largest of the group 
meetings. Many of the operators ex- 
pressed fears of a ruinous competi- 
tion, contending that the recent ine 
terstate commerce decision gave the 
rate advantages to the northern fields, 
In this meeting, as in the others, the 
operators stressed their belief that 
not only the 10 cents reduction al- 
ready offered by the three roads,

In 1925. acting up complaint of Gal« 
veston and other Texas port interests, 
the commission declared that rates 
through the southwest on exports and 
import commodities unduly favored 
New Orleans, and ordered a rate re- 
construction which had the general ef- 
fect of making the rates to and from 
Texas ports lower than they now 
stand. The new schedules, however, 
have never gone into effect. in view 
of a rehearing granted the New Or- 
leans and Louisiana interests. 

Rates Fair. 

By today's decision the commission 
found that export rates on petroleum 
and petroleum products from the 
southwest to the ports are fair, and 
the original decision ordering them re- 
dueed to Texas ports was rescinded, 
As to the grain export rates, the 
commission held that the Texas ports 
were entitled to more favorable dif- 
ferentials than they now receive. but 
limited the area in the southwest from 
which Texas ports will hereafter have 
an advantage. 

As te a large number of other ex- 
port and import commodities, includ- 
ing coffee, packing house products, 
cottonseed products and lumber from 
southwestern Louisiana, the commis- 
sion adhered to its original findings. 
Railroads concerned in the port traf- 
fic were ordered to file new sched- 
ules by December 12, next, ineorporat- 
ing the principles af rate making laid 
down in the decision today, 

rovisions. 


In determining the basis of the 
new rates affecting crain the commis- 
sion held that the line of the Rock 
Island railroad in Kansas as far as 
liberal, should be considered a divid- 
ing point. On Kansas grain south and 
east of this Rock Island line the 
new rates must provide a differential 
to Texas ports which is one per cent 
per 100 pounds below the rate from 
the same points of origin to New Or- 
leans. 

On grains from Oklahoma and 
Texas points south of the Rock Is- 
land line, the differential prescribed 
for the Texas ports was two cents 
below the New Orleans rate. As to 
other commodities involved in the port 
traffic, the commission repeated its 
original scale of differentials, thongh 
it provided also for a general equaltiza- 
tion of rates to and from the ports 
in accordance with distance. 

Schedules which the railroads pre- 
pare in. compliance with the decision 
must be submitted again to the com- 
mission for approval before they be- 
come effective.

HTS INCOME TA 
ASBAD FR STATE 


Decrying the proposal of levying an 
income tax in Georgia, Fred Shaefer, 
executive secretary of the Atianta As- 
sociation of Building Owners § and 
Managers, Saturday issued _a_state- 
ment in which he branded the tax the 
“most distructive and disastrous of 
all forms of taxation. 


“It levies a toll upon labor, upon 
skill, upon industry; it taxes the in- 
vestor and is a handicap to business.

of capital in this state. If there ever 
was a time when such a proposal is 
unfortunate, it is at this time. Capi- 
tal should by. every means possible be 
encouraged to show its head, to seek 
legitimate investment. We should of- 
fer every inducement, not only to our 
own people to put their money to 
work but to outside capital to come 
here to establish industries, and to 
make such investment as our great 
state, with its varied resources, will 
offer them a fair profit and return 
upon. 

“Nothing hurts business worse than

trous and destructive of all taxes; it 
leviee a toll .upon labor, upon skill, 
upon industry; it taxes the producer 


upon the fruits of his labor; it taxes’ 


t savestor upon the fruits of bis 
investment; and, taking all in all. we 
have never had a tax it this country 
which was a greater handicap to bysi- 
ness. While the tax is inherently 
bad, this is the worse possible time to 
agitate it, : 

“We should pass laws to invite cap- 
ital into our state instead of repelling 
it. The logical effect of passing 
such a constitutional amendment 


to pile a second income by 
state on it will be double taxation 
of the worst possible nature.*- *

“And I might add that withfa less 
time than five years the New England 
league will be playing its regulation 
games by electric light,” Mr. David- 
son continued. 

EKight thousand fans attended this 
experimental game between the Lynn 
and Salem league teams. Many, who 
thought it would prove a joke ad 
attended for the mere novelty, were 
surprised to witness seven innings of 
real fast baseball.

The Curse of 

Manly Beauty 

It was embar- 
rassing, as I Say, 
because, in the first 
place, Madam Al- 
falfa was practically consecrated to 
her art and she often told me that no 
man could ever mean as much to her 
as her career. And furthermore, my 
own attitude toward the madam was 
strictly professional, because she just 
did not happen to appeal to me, be- 
ing rather skinny, whereas I was 
somewhat partial to bulky girJs and 
generally preferred them _ clean- 
shaven. i : 

Nevertheless, my affectionate old 
lady was always jealous because I had 
the misfortune to be of the handsome 
type, and when she would come 


around to the tent, casting a lot of

With that my affectionate old lady 
would forget her: reserve and she 
would yell in a coarse manner, ‘‘So I 
am a big fat one, am I?” and she 
would start to chase me around the 
tent. 

We had a lion in our show by the 
name of Emma and she had false 
teeth. So I used to feed her milk 
toast, and it was fortunate that I| did 
so, because this put me on good terms 
with her and when my old lady would 
chase me in this crude manner I would 
yell, “‘Move over, Emma,” and jump 
into the lion’s cage. And Emma would 
become so afraid of my old lady that 


she would wave her claws at her until 
we could reason the matter out in a 
logical way. 

Eventually, | would convince my 
old lady temporarily that all was 
purely professional between me and 
Madam Alfalfa and she would go on 
home, but she always had an idea that 
she was a woman scorned and | never 
could tell when she wouuld be around 
again to disturb the artistic atmos- 
phere of the tent just when Madam 
Alfalfa was ready to give the greatest 
performance of her career:

I was very sorry indeed for the 
madam, and I used to discuss matters 
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relating to her art while she was wait- 
ing the call of the public. She stated 
that she made her artistic debut as a 
girl when the people of her home 
town sent her to a big whisker tourna- 
ment and she won the championship 
against an all-star field of old settlers.

This book has 
been prepared with 
the distinct aim of 
meeting the need 
for a better under- 
Standing of the 
Bible by American 
students and adults 
generally. It is not 
a book about the 
Bible; it is intended 
to enable its user 
to gain a first-rate 
knowledge of the 
Bibie itself. 

Provision is made 

| for definite lesson 
tasks; it is not a book to be lazily 
read but a source of provocation to 
active investigation. After a modi- 
cum of information to guide the stu- 
dent reader, a series of real questions 
give him something to do, interest- 
ing and worth doing in conjunction 
with the citation of specific pages of 
well-selected reference works. This 
is essentially the method of syllabus- 
with-references which is now rather 
commonly used in courses in secular 
history. 

Such a method of study ts the one 
naturally suggested by the origin and 


growth of the Bible. To know it 
aright it must be studied historically. 
The introductory explanations supply 
concise information as to the age in 
which-each book was. written... An ac- 
quaintance with the conditions, re- 
ligious and social, and a perception of 
the issues to which the author is ad- 
dressing himself will remove at once 


the obscurity of many passages, be a 
safeguard against frequent misread- 
ings and open the way to an intelli- 
gent appreciation. The books are 
further studied in their relation to 
each other, i. e.; in their historical 
sequence. The Bible is the record of 
a religious development through 
many cénturies of experience. and by 
tracing the advance from the simple 
conceptions in the early stories of 
Genesis to the mature convictions of 
the New Testament in its company, 
the user of this book will learn to 
know the Bible as it grew and to see 
the inter-dependence of discovery 
and revelation. For this purpose the 
hooks have been arranged in chro- 
nological order. 

The book ts admirably arranged 
for students with questions outlined. 
The reader does not have to possess 
a knowledge of the original language 
to be able to discern the composite 
structure of the first six books of the 
Bible as well as much of the other 
Old Testament literature. This forms 
a live issue of keen interest to Bibli- 
cal students, since there is at present 
a strong antagonism to the position of 
the historical critics who hold to the 
composite structure of much of the 
Bible. 

“Old Testament Life and _ Litera- 
ture,” by Professor 1. G. Matthews. 
The MacMillan Co., New York., pub- 
lishers, 


This is an all-round introduction to 
the ancient world of Israel, of its 
tribal heginnings, its rise to nation- 
ality, its troubled career of independ- 
ence and its even more disturbing his- 
tory as a subject people. Portraits 
are drawn of each in turn of its im- 
mortals and great literature that cele- 
brates their achievements is carefully 
described and estimated. 

It follows a good method, holds the 
modern point of view without becom- 


ing radical and is especially. well-fit- 
ted to serve as a textbook. 

The general reader who does not 
object to having his progress through 
a subject marked out for him in a 
thoroughly orderly way will, also, 
find this work to his liking. 


The author assumed the docu- 
mentary hypothesis and adds: ‘‘With- 
out a general knowledge of the main 
lines of this hypothesis, the most im- 
portant literature on the Old Testa- 
ment would be to us a closed book. 
Most of the great Bible dictionaries, 
all the important commentaries, the 
chief volumes on Biblical theology 
and even the Hebrew lexicus ac- 
cept it.” 

The author makes a statement of 
his own opinion as touching a matter 
which has long been in controversy: 


“The question of the authorship of 
the Hexateuch has been involved in 
the progress of knowledge. As care- 
ful, comparative study -of these six 
books continued, and as information 
from all sources accumulated, the dif- 
ficulties of holding to the Mosaic au- 
thorship were correspondingly in- 
creased. It was found that the books 
themselves make no such claim. In 
two of the books, Genesis and Leviti- 
cus, nowhere is there found any sug- 
gestion of authorship. In the other 
books there are five places that sug- 
gest authorship, but in each case, the 
claim at best is for a small and well 
defined section. 

Further it was realized that there 
was not in the whole of scripture a 
single passage that was written for the 
purpose of asserting or defending 
Mosaic authorship. Thus it was seen 
that the theory of Mosaic aufhorship 
was largely the product of late Jewish 
tradition that had been accepted by 
Christian writers, rather than the 
direct claim in the books themselves.”

This vol- 
ume will prove valuable either as a 
textbook or book of reference. 


“A History of the Literature of 
Ancient Israel,”” by H. T. Fowler. The 
MacMillan Co., publishers, New York. 
Price, $2.00. 


This volume as the two preceding 
follows the historical method of Bibli- 
cal study. Dr. Fowler carefully 
reckons with the archaeological. dis- 
coveries which would seem to refute 
the’idea that historical criticism and 
archaeology are in conflict. 


The author makes an elaborate 
Study of Hebrew poetry which was 
the earliest form of literature and en- 
deavors to arrive at the historical set- 
ting of the different poems. 

- Prose literature begins before 900 
B.C. There was the rise of prophetic 


literature in the eighth century B-: C. 


and Amos was the first of the writing 
prophets. 


A little later there was the begin- 
ming of Judean prophetic literature 
with Isaiah. 

The author brings the Law after 
the prophets fixing the date at some- 
where about 621 B. C. 


The author’s chronological ar- 
rangement of the literature reverses 
the order as given in the Bible and 
the origin of much of the priestly © 
writings is placed in the period of the 
exile. An interesting study is made 
of “The Great Masterpiece Job,” 
which is placed in the latter part of 
the Fourth Century B. C. Several of 
the Psalms are placed in the Greek 
Age from 332 to 168 B. C. 


The reader will find much profit 
and instruction from the author, even 
though he may not agree with all of 
the conclusions.

The window - 
of. the first floor are rather high up, in the 
air so as to allow no means of entrance -to 
the soldiers of the Medici or any other candi- 
date for the uncomfortable throne of the 
local tyrant. The top floor protruded and 
allowed the local garrison to bestow vast 
quantities of molten lead upon any one rash 
enough to storm the front door. While the 
tower was sufficiently high to allow a close 
observation of the entire valley of the Arno 
river. 


It was not a gay building. Its court- 
yards were sombre and the light of day rare- 
ly. penetrated into the terrible little cells, 
immediately underneath the bells, where the 
enemies of the city were locked up like 
animals in a cage. 

But it served its purpose. It gave the 
Florentines a chance to turn their city into 
the most interesting republic of the middle 
ages.

A SUIT-CASE PICNIC C HAMPER 


- An old suitease can be relined and 
divided into compartments to form a 
compact picnic hamper thaa can be 
earried very easily. It is large enough 
to take the supplies for a group of 
several people, and with the woods 
and streams calling, it is one of the 
real pleasures of summer to plan and 
enjoy a picnic. This hamper will last 
several summer seasons if it is painted 
some gay color. 

Use heavy corrugated cardboard for 
the partitions. Make one to fit across 
one end of the suitcase, enclosiag a 
compartment about eight inches wide. 
Fasten the partition to the sides of 
the suitcase with adhesive tape or 
strips of canvas glued in place. Cut 
out a strip vf cardboard for a small 
partition and divide the end compart- 
ment into small and larger pockets,

This nar- 
row space is used for cups and 
thermos bottles, the pockets at the 
end of the hamper are used for silver- 
or other “implements of war- 
” or small bottles, while the large 
space is left for the majer share of 
the lunch. Line the hamper with gayly 
colored paper, and the cover as well. 
Fastea two strips of elastic tape to the 
inside of the suitcase top, to hold linen 
or paper plates and other flat dishes 
or articles included in the hamper. 
. Paint the suitcase with some bright 
enamel to cover defects in its exterior, 
and to make it attractive.

Wastes Again 


Conquered 


Aguin the Atlantic has been 
spanned in a non-stop air 
flight; for the first time the 
Pacifit’s watery spaces have 
been crossed—and in both in- 
stances Americans acomplished 
the daring feats. Battling arctic 
gules and dense fogs, and finally 
twisted in a mighty storm, 
Commander Richard E. Byrd 
piloted the monoplane “Ameri- 
ca” from New York to Ver- 
Sur-Mer, 175 miles from Paris. 
The “America” was badly 
damaged when it skidded sev- 
eral hundred yards into the 
pounding surf. The flight last- 
ed 39 hours and 56 minutes and 
covered over 4,000 miles, al- 
though the officially-set direct 
distance was placed at 3,477 
miles. The crew consisted of 
Pilot Bert Acosta, Flight En- 
gineer George Noville and 
Mechanician Berndt Blachen. 
The Pacific was crossed by 
two army aviators, Lieutenants 
Lester J. Maitland and Albert 
Ilegenberger, who made a non- 
stop flight from California to 
Hawaii — 2,409 miles—in a 
tri-motored Fokker plane in 25 
hours and 50 minutes.
